$5.5 Million Rate Hike of GT USS Kitty Hawk 
To Offset Salary Increases 


General Telephone Com¬ 
pany of California has an¬ 
nounced an increase in some 
rates effective September 23, 
at a result of a California 
Public Utilities Commission 
ruling or. the utility’s wage 
offset application. 

The PUC awarded General 
a $53 million increase on 
Augiust 28, to offset wage 
increases given to its em¬ 
ployees on July 15 and De¬ 
cember 12, 1971 and on 

March 5, 1972. The utility 
had applied for an annual 
hike in rates of $16.2 mil¬ 
lion. 

The S5.5 million wage off¬ 
set increase will boost rates 
primarily in charges for 
moves and changes (going 
from the current $5 tip to 
$6), customer requested 
number changes 'from no 
charge te $5 for residential.

If the proposed special Masters Panel reapportion¬ 

ment plan is adopted the city of Sierra Madre and neigh- 
bo ring communities would be placed into the newly drawn 

61st Assembly District and 
left without a representative. 

The reapportion men l plan 
moves Sierra Madre and 
parts of East Pasadena out 
of their present 47th Distru I 
represented by Assembly • 
man Frank Lanterman, 20 
year representative. 

Lanterman would repre¬ 
sent, according to the plan, 
fhe 42nd district, comprised 
of Altadona, Pasadena, South 
Pasadena and La Canada. 

The 61st District, including 
Monrovia, Arcadia, Duarte, 

Azusa, Irwindale, Arcadia, 

Temple City, ,San Gabriel. 

San Marino and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre will have to elect a rep¬ 
resentative as an open dis¬ 
trict, according to Lanter- 
man spokesmen. 

The ^-apportionment study 
was initiated with the ap¬ 
pointment of the Masters 
Panel by the state Supreme 


Court. 

Lanterman, adamantly op¬ 
posed the plan, says it is 
inconsistent with th P needs 
and community interests. 
In a recent interview Lan- 
terman said, “The interests 
of Sierra Madre and East 
Pasadena are more of im 
mediate concern to Pasadena 
with regard to community 
problems and interests.” 

The Masters Plan also ef¬ 
fects the Senate districts 
with reapportionment jog¬ 
gling. Sierra Madre would 
not only be switched from 
its present 20 th district to 
ihe new 26th DisTrict b"f 
would automatically op 
placed under the represent¬ 
ation of Senator John Rous- 
selot R-24th District, losing 
present Senator Carols Moor- 
head. 

The Supreme Court will 
new review the recommen¬ 
dations of the panel. Before 
any decision is made the 
eo'iirt will hear oral argu¬ 
ments sometime during Oe 
tober. 

Lanterman, the pi a n ’ s 
most outspoken critic so far, 
plans to voice strong op¬ 
position during the October 
meeting. 

Both Moorhead and Rons- 
selot criticize the plan say¬ 
ing it will jeopardize Califor¬ 
nia’s congressional standing 
and could lessen the state’s 
power in Congress. 

On the other hand, many 
of the state’s representatives 
have praised the plan as a 
positive step toward return¬ 
ing government to the peo¬ 
ple. It is designed, accord¬ 
ing to reapportionment pro¬ 
ponents, to insure represen¬ 
tation accordind'ing to popu¬ 
lation and reverse a trend 
toward inadequate repre - 
mentation of minority corn- 
mil ies. 

The number of registered 
Republicans in both Rous- 
s-elot and Moorhead’s new 
districts would either remain 
the same cr slightly increase 
according to surveys recent¬ 
ly conducted by noth Repub¬ 
lican Senators. 

Moorhead, one of the least 
effected Senators and yet 
still a plan opponent, says, 
“Many mistakes have been 
made in this reapportion¬ 
ment plan." (He continued,

Parents Hit 
With Lunch 
Price Hikes 

By TIM SEVISON 

With food prices ’nc-rea- 
sing in both wholesale and 
relail markets, the schools ir. 
the area are faced with the 
same basic problems as the 
individual consumer. 

The cost of school lunches 
is up at all local Institutions 
and may go higher during 
The remainder of the school 
year. 

The cost of the average 
hot lunch at local schools Is 
five to 10 cents higher than 
last year, according to 
school spokesmen. 

Sierra Madre’s two ele¬ 
mentary schools. Sierra 
Mesa and Sierra Madre, re¬ 
ceive food from a central 
purchasing department. The 
Pasadena Unified School 
District Food Services De¬ 
partment does the buying 
for all the district’s insti¬ 
tutions. 

The public clement a r.v 
schools raised their h o t 
lunch prices from 40 to 45 
cents. This price raise was, 
reportedly, a direct result of 
wholesale meat and- food 
stuff price Increases. 

At that rate it will cost a 
family with o,ne child eating 
a hot lunch every day, $8.75 
more each year to have their 
child in public school. 

According to Cath 1 e e n 
Strohmeier, food sendees 
manager, an early summer 
bid guaranteed the district a 
steady 7 meat price and sup¬ 
ply through this month. 

“As of now we don’t 
know where we stand,” says 
Mrs. Strohmeier. “W e antici¬ 
pate another increase by Oc¬ 
tober 1 but right now we 
don’t know how much,” She 
continued. 

If there is a substantia! 
hike in cost, the service will 
ask the school board- for an 
authorization to further rais c 
the price of bolh eiementarv 
and secondary hot lunches. 

Because of the raise in 
milk prices and the with¬ 
drawal of a federal subsidy, 
the cost of milk in schools 
has already been raised five 
cents per half pint con¬ 
tainer. 

The parochial schools, al¬ 
though not port of the 
school system central pur¬ 
chasing operation, have 
found theii food suppliers’ 
prices increased in most 
areas. 

La Salle High Sch o c-1 
raised the cost of all snack 
bar sandwiches an average 
of five to 10 cents apiece. 

Alverno girls high school 
in Sierra Madre is supplied- 
by Canale Catering Service 
of El Monte. Spokesmen 
there say 7 they will have to 
raise pricr s but will not 
know to what extent until 
their first wholesale pur¬ 
chases later this week. 

Even at schools without 
cafeterias the squeeze of 
higher prices is being felt. 
St. Rita’s School offers hot 
lunches through a mothers’ 
committee twice monthly 7 . 

Mrs. Bruce R. Crow, lunch 
program chairm an, says 
there will be a five cent in¬ 
crease in the price of the hot 
dog plate this year and pos¬ 
sible raises in. other lunches. 

Wholesale prices have not 
yet found a steady level and 
are expected to go up in 
coming weeks.

Kendra. “Although ot h e r 
variables may be (also) in¬ 
fluencing the decrease in 
rates, the program has pro¬ 
moted better security and 
the officers’ presence in the 
residential areas, stopping 
frequently and getting out 
of their cars, apparently is 
discouraging the residence 
burglar,” Ken Ira says. 

The program was designed 
as an alternative to the 
sometimes inaffective anti 
burglary campaigns waged 
by departments.

Of corurse there are many 
Littl e Audrey stories, some 
good, some rare and some 
raw . . . But do you know 
what Little Audrey thought 
when someone was telling 
him of “Johnny Cash.”

If you’re having a little trouble these days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

Its use is a felony. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects, 

2. LSD; 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual. 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good.” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”; 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as "diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician’s prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough’money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100,00 per day).
